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BREAD  GRAINS 

Canadian  spring  grain  prospects  continue  poor  ^ 

Further  declines  in  condition  for  all  spring  grains  in  Canada  but  a 
notable  increase  in  the  preliminary  estimate  of  wheat  acreage  over  intensions 
to  plant  were  indicated  in  the  monthly  crop  report  released  August  12  by  the 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics.     The  July  31  condition  in  per  cent  of  the  long 
time  average  for  all  Canada  was  reported  (June  30  condition  in  parenthesis): 
Spring  wheat  54  (56);  oats  71  (74);  barley  63  (65);  spring  rye  57  (64);  flax- 
seed 44  (46).     The  preliminary  1931  acreages  were  given  as  (1930  final  acreage 
in  parenthesis):    Wheat  24,143,000  acres  (24,898,000);  oats  13,379,000  acres 
(13,259,000);  barley  4,182,000  acres  (5,559,000);  rye  969,000  acres  (1,448,000); 
flaxseed  596,000  acres  (582,000).     The  May  estimate  of  intensions  to  plant 
spring  wheat  was  22,152,000  acres  and  with  a  winter  wheat  area  of  819,000  acres 
made  a  total  of  22,971,000  acres.    Preliminary  estimates  of  winter  wheat  prod- 
uction show  23,341,000  bushels  (last  year  21,022,000  bushels)  and  winter  rye 
5,384,000  bushels  (16,321,000). 

Drought 'end  excessive  neat  caused  the  drop  in  condition  in  July  in  . 
Saskatchewan,  Manitoba  and  Ontario.    Alberta  hold  about  steady  for  the  month. 
Substantial  rains  and  cool  weather  over  the  western  provinces  were  reported 
during  the  first  week  of  August.    The  northern  Alberta  crop  is  heavy  and  needs 
warm  weather  to  mature.     Rust  damage  is  said  to  be  confined  to  late  wheat  in 
southern  Manitoba.    Harvesting  was  reported  general  in  Manitoba  and  was  starting 
in  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  during  the  second  week  of  August, 

Russian  harvesting  pro gressi ng  slowly 

Up  to  July  25  there  were  71,659,000  acres  of  cereals  cut  in  Russia 
v;ith  only  6.3  per  cent  of  that  acreage  threshed,  according  to  a  cable  on  August 
6  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    Reports  up  to  that  date  complain 
of  slow  harvesting  in  Ukraine  and  Crimea  in  spite  of  the  generally  favorable 
harvesting  weather.    Rains  hampered  harvesting  in  the  North  Caucasus  region 
(these  throe  regions  named  account  for  most  of  Russia's  winter  wheat  area)  and 
later  weather  reports  indicate  fairly  genoral  rains  over  most  of  the  European 
section  of  U.S.S.R.  which  will  probably  increase  the  loss  from  slow  threshing 
and  inadequate  storage  as  only  a  small  share  of  the  cut  grain  was  reported 
stacked  or  bound. 

European  crop  conditions 

July  weather  on  the  whole  was  not  unfavorable,  though  heavy  down-pours 
about  the  middle  of  the  month  caused  lodging  and  reduced  the  quality  of  the 
wheat  crop  in  Germany ,  Mr.  Stooro  states.    Winter  wheat  and  rye  crops  in  Poland 
improved  somewhat,  according  to  the  official  report  on  July  15  but  continue 
below  last  year.    The  first  threshing  returns  have  been  disappointing.  Czecho- 
slovakia wheat  yields  vary,  with  those  in  Slovakia  reported  below  average;  in 
Moravia  fairly  good  and  in  Bohemia  good.    The  quality  of  the  crop  was  said  to  be 
satisfactory.    The  rye  crop  is  relatively  poor  with  yields  mostly  below  average. 
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The  crop  in  Ilorway  improved  during  July,  but  continued  below  average.  Aver- 
age wheat  yields  in  Esthonia  were  expected.    Changeable  weather  again 
reported  in  France  which  was  delaying  harvest  and  endangering  yields,  except 
in  southern  regions.    Threshing  results  in  the  region  of  Boauce,  France  were 
very  irregular.    The  grain  committee  of  1 1 aly  reports  that  wheat  yields  are 
satisfactory  but  no  official  ■estimate  was  given  and  is  not  expected  until 
September. 


World  wheat  production  and,  acreage 


A  1931  wheat  crop  in  the  United  States  of  893,582,000  bushels  was 
indicated  by  the  August  1  crop  report.    The  preliminary  estimate  of  winter 
wheat  production  based  upon  yield  reports  is  775,180,000  bushels,  the  largest 
winter  wheat  crop  on  record.    Yield  per  a.cre  in  1931  is  given  at  19  bushels 
per  acre,  equal  to  the  highest  yield  on  record  (1914).    An  upward  revision 
of  about  62  million  bushels  for  winter  wheat  from  the  July  1  forecast  is 
indicated,  while  both  durum  and  other  spring  wheat  showed  further  declines 
during  July.    The  total  spring  wheat  crop  including  durum  (23,062,000  bushels) 
at  118,402,000  bushels  represents  the  smallest  crop  since  separate  estimates 
were  first  made  in  1910.    Continued  and  more  widespread  drought  and  extremely 
high  temperatures  reduced  the  prospects  considerably  in  the  Dakotas,  Minnesota 
and  Montana. 


With  the  August  1  revision  in  the  United  States  wheat  production  es- 
timates in  16  countries  for  which  official  reports  are  now  available,  total 
1,922,831,000  bushels,  or  practically  the  same  as  for  the  same  countries  a 
year  ago.     (See  production  table,  page  270.)    No  official  foreign  estimates  or 
revisions  in  acreage  were  received  during  the  week.    For  details  on  acreage 
in  the  22  countries  reported  to  date,     see  page  270  . 

European  market  conditions 

Continental  European  wheat  markets  continued  generally  weaker  during 
the  first  week  of  August,  states  Mr.  Steere.'    Little  activity  on  the  Holland 
market  was  reported,  while  Belgium  buying  was  on  a  normal  scale  with  near 
position  wheat  preferred.    Inquiry  by  Prench  mills  was  small  and  a  further 
decline  in  prices  reported.    Business  in  Austria  was  practically  at  a  stand- 
still.   Offers  of  wheat  were  considerable  on  the  Czechoslovakian  market^,  but 
buying  was  restricted  to  immediate  requirements  and  prices  were  lower  though  ryo 
held  about  steady.    Suture  trading  in  Germany  was  resumed  on  August  6,  Offer- 
ings of  the  new  crop  were  large  but  business  was  restricted  due  to  slackness 
of  the  flour  trade.    Some  relief,  however,  is  expected  from  the  export  regula- 
tions which  are  to  be  announced  soon.    Rye  offers  were  less  pressing.  The 
spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  in  Berlin  on  August  5  was  $1.20  compared  with 
$1,30  on  July  29.    The  domestic  rye  price  on  August  5  was  $.84  compared  with 
$.92  a  week  earlier.

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TTheat  prices 

Prices  of  wheat  futures  at  the  principal  workd  markets  showed  further 
recessions  during  the  week  ended  August  8.    At  Liverpool,  October  futures 
closed  at  56-3/8  cents  per  bushel  on  the  8th  compared  with  58-1/4  cents  on 
July  31.    At  Chicago,  September  futures  closed  at  48-7/8  cents  compared  with 
50-l/2  cents  on  the  previous  Saturday,  August  1.    A  similar  decline  was  regis- 
tered at  Kansas  City,  but  at  Minneapolis  September  futures  advanced  from  a 
close  of  53-3/4  cents  on  the  first  to  56  cents  on  the  eighth.  Meanwhile, 
Winnipeg  October  futures  declined  from  55-5/3  to  54-l/2  cents  per  bushel. 
At  Buenos  Aires,  September  futures  declined  from  42-1/8  to  39-7/8  cents. 
Luring  the  week  prices  reached  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  contract  grade 
wheat  in  the  history  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade. 

Cash' wheat  prices  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  showed 
divergent  tendencies  during  the  week  ended  August  7.    Winter  wheats  tended 
lower  in  price,  while  spring  wheats -were  higher.    The  weighted  average  price 
of  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  was  45    cents  per  bushel  compared 
with  45.8  cents  during  the  previous  week.    At  Kansas  City,  No.  2  Hard  V/inter 
declined  from  4-2.6  cents  per  bushel  during  the  previous  week  to  an  average 
of  41.8  cents  for  the  week  ended  August  7,  while  at  St.  Louis  No.  2  Red  Winter 
declined  from  47.2  cents  to  45.7  cents.    At  Minneapolis,  No.  1  Dark  Northern 
Spring  and  Ho.  2  Amber  Durum  were  both  slightly  higher,  the  former  having  risen 
from  an  average  of  61.6  cents  to  62.1  cents,  and  the  latter  from  57.8  to  59.1 
cents  per  bushel. 

Danube  Basin  wheat  situation 

Further  increases  in  current  production  and  carryover  estimates  for 
the  Danube  Basin,  together  with  a  slightly  larger  exportable  surplus  in  1931- 
32,  are  now  indicated,  according  to  information  from  the  Belgrade  office  of 
the  United  States  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Small  exports  during  July 
and  market  price  declines  in  Hungary  and  Rumania  were  also  reported. 

The  1931  production  for  the  4  Danubian  exporting  countries  was  es- 
timated around  August  1  by  the  Belgrade  office  at  316,728,000  bushels,  an^ 
increase  of  about  5  l/2  million  bushels  from  their  July  1  estimate  tut  still 
about  25  million  bushels  under  their  estimate  of  last  year's  crop.  (See 
"Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  July  27,  1931,  page  117.)    The  revised  upward 
estimate  is  said  to  be  the  result  of  better  than  average  crop  maturing  con- 
ditions during  July.    Somewhat  larger  crops  than  last  year  are  now  in 
prospect  for  Bulgaria  and  Yugoslavia  but  these  are  more  than  offset  by  a 
reduced  acreage  in  Rumania  and  a  crop  below  average  in  Hungary. 
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The  carryover  from  the  1930  crop  is  now  placed  at  7,716,000  "bushels 
or  about  200,000  bushels  no  re  than  was  estimated  a  nonth  ago  by  the  Bureau's 
Belgrade  office.    The  wheat  is  reported  to  be  of  ncdiur.i  and  low  quality.  An 
exportable  surplus  of  47,766,000  bushels  of  wheat  of  better  than  average 
quality  fron  the  1951  crop  which  together  with  the  7,715,000  bushels  carryover, 
indicates  nearly  55  l/2  nillion  bushels  available  for  export  during  the  year 
1931-32.     This  conparcs  with  a  little  over  54  nillion  bushels  available  for 
export  fron  the  crop  of  1930  and  with  a  5-year  average  exoort  (1925-26  to  1929 
-3©)  of  42,376,000  bushels. 

Exports  during  July  rrcrc  low,  according  to  the  Belgrade  office,  because 
of  uncertainty  on  world  markets,  the  financial  crisis  in  Germany  and  the 
transition  fron  old  to  new  regulations  governing  the  cereal  trade  in  each  of 
the  Danube  countries.     The  Government  intervention  sustained  wheat  prices 
generally  in  Bulgaria  and  Yugoslavia  during  July  but  serious  declines  T7crc 
noted  in  Hungary  and  Rumania. 

Measures  have  been  adopted  by  all  Governments  of  the  Danube  countries  to 
insure  a  profitable  return  to  the  farmer  for  his  1931  production,  the  Belgrade 
office  reports.    Completion  of  a  scries  of  corxiercial  treaties  with  Central 
European  and  possibly  other  importing  countries  which  Trill  tend  to  secure 
preferential  treatment  for  Danube  wheat  is  also  reported.    More  details  of 
the  new  Government  aid  measures  and  corxiercial  treaties  arc  expected  to  be 
received  soon  and  will  appear  in  a  later  issue  of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets". 


FEED  GRAINS 

Drought  damage  during  July  in  the  United  States  reduced  the  prospective 
volume  cf  northern  Hemisphere  feed  grain  supplies  for  1931-32.     In  corn,  the 
United  States  crop,  which  accounts  for  about  67  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
Northern  Hemisphere  total,  excluding  Russia,  was  placed  as  of  August  1,  1931 
at  2,775,301,000  bushels,  a  decline  of  more  than  10  per  cent  from  July  1 
figures.    The  crop,  however,  is  still  larger  than  that  of  last  year  and  slight' 
ly  above  the  five-year  average,    Bulgaria  is  the  only  other  Northern  Hemisphere 
country  reporting  corn  production  to  date.    The  crop  in  that  country  is  placed 
7.9  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.     There  arc  11  other  European  countries 
from  which  corn  crop  reports  arc  usually  obtained,  the  most  important  being 
Rumania,  Yugoslavia,  Italy,  Hungary  and  Bulgaria.    Last  Season,  final  returns 
for  those  12  European  countries  accounted  for  only  19. S  per  cent  of  the  es- 
timated Northern  Hemisphere  corn  crop.    Corn  prices  in  both  the  United  States 
and  Argentina  weakened  further  during  the  week  ended  July  31.    Sec  corn  &cpo&** 
production,  trade  and  price  tables,  pages  273-276. 
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A  record  low  condition  figure  for  August  1  cut  the  American  barley 
crop  down  to  221,  259,000  bushels  as  of-  that  date.     The  current  figure  is 
17  per  cent  below  that  of  July  1,  34  per  cent  below  last  year's  crop  and 
16.6  per  cent  below  the  five-year  average,.    About  48  -ocr  cent  of  the  total 
Northern  Hemisphere  barley  crop,  cxclUdi-ng''Russia  and"  China,  is  produced 
in  Europe.   ^To  date,  reports  fron  10  European  countries  including  the  3 
largest  producers,  Germany,  Rumania  and  Spain,  have  been  received  covering 
the  1931-32  crop  and  indicate  a  reduction  of  about  10  per  cent  fron  the 
corresponding  1930-31  total.    The  most  important  European  countries  not 
yet  reported  are  Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  .Denmark,  Prance  and  England  and 
Wales.     The  15  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  so  far  reported  show  a  total 
crop  slightly  above  that  of  last  year,  when  they  accounted  for  55  per  cent 
of  the  estimated  Northern  Hemisphere  total.    See  tables,  pages  273-276. 

In  oats,  the  United  States  crop  prospects  declined  10  per  cent  dur- 
ing July  to  roach  1,169,657,000  bushels  as" of  August  1.    That  figure  which 
is  also  under  last  year  and  the  five-year  average,  reduced  further  the  1931- 
32  oats  crop  outlook  for  the  Northern  Hemisphere  in  the  12  countries  report- 
ing to  date.    The  total  for  those  countries  now  stands  7  per  cent  below  last 
year's  corresponding  total,  when  they  represented  43.6  per  cent  of  the  es- 
timated Northern  Hemisphere  total,  excluding  Russia  and  China.     Of  the  12 
countries  reported  to  date,  9  are  European.    The  current  crop  in  those  coun- 
tries is  larger  than  last  year,  though  of  the  28  European  countries/reporting 
oats  production  annually,  Germany  is  the  only  outstanding  producer  reporting 
so  far  this  season,     See  tables,  pages  273-276. 

Pros'pects  of  the  1931-32  croio  year  in  Argentina, 

The  area  sown  to  wheat  in  Argentina  has  been  reduced  while  the  area 
for  . flax  and  grain  for  forage  has  been  increased,  according  to  a  report  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  at  Buenos  Aires.     Though  sowings  generally  have 
been  delayed  this  season  due  to  the  lack  of  reins  in  May  and  June,  above  aver- 
age rainfall  was  reported  in  most  sections  the  latter  part  of  July  and  more 
rapid  progress  was  then  noted.    It  is  still  too  early,  however,  to  consider 
the. possible  effect  of  the  late  sowings  on  the  crop  other  than  that  it  nay 
have  partly  accounted  for  the  smaller  acreage. 

Though  it  is  also  a  little  early  to  determine  the  significant  shifts  in 
crop  acreages,  especially  by  provinces,  the  decline  in  wheat  sccdings  appears 
to  be  generally  resulting  in  expansions  of  flax,  f orage  and  to  some  extent 
barley  and  rye.    Conditions  are  said  to  be  especially  favorable  in  La  Pampa 
for  growing  malting  barley  but  prohibitive  prices  for  seed  have  limited  expan- 
sion there.    To  some  extent  also  the  decline  in  wheat  acreage  has  been  on 
lands  and  in  districts  where  yields  have  not  been  promising  in  recent  years 
and  where  there  is  some  tendency  noted  toward  norc  diversified  crops  or  live- 
stock production. 
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COTTON 

European  cotton  markets  weaker 

Sharp  declines  were  noted  in  the  Liverpool  spot  quotations  of  all 
important  world  cottons  at  the  end  of  the  first  15  day  period  of  August  as  a 
result  of  poor  demand  and  increased  supply  prospects  for  the  current  crop. 
All  previous  lows  for  the  season  and  recent  years  were  "broken.    See  page  277 
for  cotton  prices.    Spot  demand  at  Manchester  was  also  reported  poor  and 
the  yarn  and  cloth  "business  continued  to  "be  restricted.    At  Havre.,  the 
trade  was  again  depressed  by  tho  continued  weakness  of  the  market. 


THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 

Reduced  production  and  consumption  of  the  leading  non-drying  and 
edible  vegetable  oils  in  the  United  States  for  the  second  quarter  of  1931 
as  against  last  year  is  indica,ted  by  June  30  figures  recently  released 
by  the  Census  Bureau.    In  cottonseed  oil,  factory  production  during  the 
second  three  months  of  1931  was  not  only  under  that  of  the  first  quarter 
but  also  about  35  per  cent  b'olow  production  in  the  second  quarter  of  1930. 

Current  production  of  coconut  oil  was  5  per  cent  below  first  quarter 
figures  for  this  year  and  about  the  same  as  last  year.    Peanut  oil  produc- 
tion was  only  two- thirds  that  of  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  and  12.4 
per  cent  below  that  of  a  year  ago.    Corn  oil  production  was  about  the  Same 
as  in  the  first  quarter  and  7.2  per  cent  below  1930  figures.    Soybean  oil 
production,  however,  increased  42.1  per  cent  over  first  quarter  figures 
and  73.7  per  cent  over  those  of  the  second  1930  quarter.    There  were  in- 
creases also  in  palm  kernel  oil  production.    The  large  cotton  crop  recently 
reported  for  the  United  States  cannot  fail  to  ha.v»  some  influence  on  the 
general  vegetable  oil  situation  in  coming  months. 

Factory  consumption  of  cottonseed  oil  in  the  United  States  during 
the  second  quarter  of  1931  was  43.3  per  cent  below  that  of  the  first  quarter  -■ 
and  18.8  per  cent  below  consumption  during  the  second  quarter  of  1930.  In 
coconut  oil,  current  consumption  ran  slightly  larger  than  in  the  prccoding 
period,  and  was  6  per  cent  below  that  of  a  year  earlier.    Peanut  oil  consump- 
tion 'was.  down  12.5  per  cent  from  first  quarter  1931  figures,  and  36.3  per  cent 
lower  than  in  the  second  3  months  of  1930.    Palm  kernel  oil  consumption  was 
slightly  below  that  of  both  comparative  periods. 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  OILS  AED  OILSEEDS,  CONT'D 

Heavy  increases  have  been  made  in  the  consumption  of  soybean  oil, 
figures  for  the  second  1931  period  being  more  than  double  those  of  the 
first  3  months  and  87.5  per  cent  above  the  second  1930  quarter.    Corn  oil 
consumption  went  14.7  per  cent  below  figures  for  the  first  1931  period  but 
was^2C  per  cent  higher  than  last  year.    Palm  oil  utilization  showed  a 
similar  movement,  with  current  consumption  14.5  per  cent  above  a  year  ago. 
The  quantities  involved  in  the  indicated  increases,  however,  were  not  great 
enough  to  offset  the  declines  noted  above.    The  consumption  of  whale  oil, 
the  leading  fish  oil  comepting  with  edible  vegetable  oils  was  slightly 
higher  in  the  second  quarter  of  1931  that  the  preceding  3  months,  but  was 
15  per  cent  below  figures  for  the  second  1930  quarter. 

Cottonseed  oil  stocks  on  June  30,  1931  in  factories  and  warehouses 
were  12.9  per  cent  below  stocks  of  a  year  earlier.    Coconut  oil  stocks, 
on  the  other  hand,  were  24  per  cent  larger  on  the  1931  date  than  a  year 
ago.    Peanut  oil  stocks  were  more  than  3  times  larger  this  year  than  last. 
Soybean  oil  stocks  showed  an  advance  of  20  per  cent  over  stocks  of  June  30 
last  year  but  corn  oil,  olive  oil  and  raposeed  oil  stocks  showed  little 
change.     Stocks  of  palm  kernel  oil  on  the  1931  date  were  22.2  per  cent 
below  last  year,  but  palm  oil  stocks  advanced  90.4  per  cent.    Whale  oil 
stocks  on  June  30  last  were  more  than  double  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Into  mat  i  or  al  t  radc 

Indications  are  that  imports  of  vegetable  oils  and  oil-bearing 
materials  into  most  of  the  leading  consuming  countries  were  lower  during 
the  first  6  months  of  1931  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1930.  The 
lower  1931  figures  are  a  continuation  of  the  downward  movement  begun  in 
1930  as  against  1929.    The  countries  showing  reduced  imports  in  1930  com- 
pared with  1929  are  United  States,  Germany  and  Netherlands .     Imports  into 
France  increased,  while  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  showed  little 
change . 

United  States 

Imports  of  oil-bearing  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  into  the  United 
States  during  1930  were  30.2  per  cent  smaller  then  similar  imports  for  1929. 
Expressed  in  oil  equivalents,  those  imports  were  23.0  per  cent  below  the 
1929  figures.    A  decline  of  12.0  per  cent  is  noted  also  in  the  imports  of 
actual  vegetable  fa,ts  and  oil3,  placing  the  total  imports  in  both  forms  at 
a  point  17  per  cent  below  the  1929  total. 

Imports  of  copra  into  the  United  States  during  1930  were  4.5  per 
cent  larger  than  in  1929.    Coconut  oil  imports,  however,  were  down  22.8 
per  cent.    Lnports  of  most  of  the  other  non-drying  and  edible  vegetable 
oils  and  oil  seeds,  however,  were  smaller  than  in  the  preceding  year.  In 
the  drying  oils  and  oil  materials,  flaxseed  imports  were  down  47.7  per  cent 
but  Chinese  wood  oil  showed  an  increase  of  5  per  cent  over  the  1929  figures. 
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.  THE  TOLD  SITUATION"  IN  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS,  CONT'D 

In  spite  of  the  general  reduction  of  imports  of  oils  and  oil  seeds  into  the 
United  States,  the  1920  figures  were  still  larger  than 'for  any  year  other 
than  1929.      See  tables,  pages  246-252. 

United  Kingdom 

British  imports  of  vegetable  oils  in  1930  "were  at  about  the  same  level 
as  in  the.  preceding  year.    Imports  in  the  form  of  raw  materials  were  18.6 
per  cent  lower  than  in  1929,  but  those  declines  were  offset  by  increased  im- 
ports if  some  edible  oils  and  of  linseed  oil.    There  was  an  increase  of  4.3 
per  cent  in  the  imports  of  animal  oils  and  fats,  the  heaviest  increase  occurr- 
ing in  fish  oils.    The  export  trade  in  all  oleaginous  products  was  materially 
reduced.    See  tables,  pages_  .253-254. 

Germany 

Total  imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  into  Germany  during*'  1930 
were  3.8  per  cent  smaller  than  imports  during  1929.    Imports  in  the  '  form 
of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels  were  down  10.8  per  cent,  while  imports  in  the 
form  rf  oil  increased  10.2  per  cent.    Decreased  imports  are  noted  for  prac- 
tically all  of  the  important  edible  and  inedible  vegetable  oil-bearing 
materials.    Among  the  imports  of  oil,  however,  outstanding  increases  appear 
for  soybean  oil,  palm  oil  and  rapeseed  oil.    Although  Germany  imported 
smaller  quantities  of  vegetable  oils  during  1930  there  was  an  increa.se  in 
the  purchases  of  animal  fats  and  oils.    Leading  items  showing  increases  are 
fish  oils  and  stearine.    Imports  of  both  butter  and  lard  wore  smaller  than 
in  1929.    The  German  export  trade  in  oils,  largely  extracted  in  that  country, 
was  the  smallest  since  1927.    See  tables,  pages  255-256.  - 

France 

French  imports  of  vegetable  oils  in  tho  form  of  both  raw  materials 
and  oil  increased  6.2  per  cent  in  1930  over  1929.    Imports  of  oil  materials 
advanced  only  slightly,  while  oils  were  up  34.6  per  cent.    Advances  appear 
in  figures  for  peanuts  and  copra,  the  leading  items  in  the  edible  list  and 
in  such  edible  oils  as  olive,  soybean  and.  coconut.    Imports  of  palm  nuts  and 
oils  also  increased.    Flaxseed  imports  were  reduced.    Smaller  lard  imports 
cut  down  the  total  imports  of  animal  and  fish  oils.    Exports  of  all  fats  and 
oils  in  1930  wore  below  tho  1929  levol.    Sec  tables,  pages  257-258. 

Netherlands, 

A  docline  of  8  per  cent  appoars  in  the  total  vcgetablo  oil  imports 
of  1930  into  the  Netherlands.    In  the  form  of  raw  materials  among  edible  oils, 
there  was  an  incroaso  in  copra  imports,  but  material  reductions  appear  for 
peanuts  and  less  important  edible  oil-bearing  .materials-.    In  imports  as  oil, 
reductions  were  general  with  soybean  and  palm  oils  as  important  exceptions. 
Linseed  imports  were  materially  smaller.    Imports  of  animal  fats  and  oils  in- 
creased 12.9  per  cent.    The  export  trade  in  animal  and  vegetable  fats  and  oils 
reached  a  total  8.3  per  cent  below  that  of  1929.    Sec  tables,  pages  259-260.
